the duties of mayor or alderm an can 
use his time and efforts in his own 
business more to his own pecuniary 
advantage.

But there ought to be, and doubt­ 
less are, in Bryan quite a sufficiency 
of men well qualified for the duties 
of mayor and alderm en, who would 
he willing to serve for the public good 
if they can he elected without trouble 
and expense to them selves.

Des Moines, la., March 17.— D ele­ 
gates and visitors to the Republican 
State convention are already arriving 
in the ctyy in considerable number. 
The attendance of visitors prom ises 
to be unusually iirge.

ways m eans an interesting political 
contest, and the State convention to­ 
morrow will certainly prove no excep- 
ion to the rule. 
Politics in the Hawkeye State this 
year w ill reach the boiling point.

State is to choose a governor and other 
officials and a legislature that

in the Republican column and natural­ 
ly the political wheel whirls most in­ 
tensely about the Republican party, 
The bitter fight between the "progres­ 
sive” and the ‘‘stand pat" factions of 
the Republican party: has aroused a 
feeling of 
hope in 
the Dem ocratic 
breasts, which tends to further en­ 
liven the political situation. 
The 
convention 
tomorrow 
will 
choose delegates-at-large to the Repub­ 
lican national convention. 
In June a 
second 
convention 
will 
be held 
at 
W aterloo to select 
a State 
ticket. 
The rivalry of the tw-o factions, has 
becom e so acute,how ever th at the sena­ 
torial and gubernatorial contests will 
figure iii no sm all degree in the pro­ 
ceedings tomorrow. 
Already 
the ho­ 
tel lobbies are filled with the party 
leaders from over the State and a 
strenuous button-hole cam paign is be­ 
ing pursued in the interests of one or 
the other of the factions. 
Iowa is practically conceded to Taft, 
because the 
Republican 
leaders 
of 
both factions, or a large majority of 
them at least, have indorsed his can­ 
didacy.
